The information disclosure statement filed 6/2/06 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each 
non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other 
information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 



Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 
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In the instant case, the abstract is objected to its use of the legal phraseology 
"means" and "said". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. Please see the following examples below: 

i. Applicants lack of transitional phrases in claim 1 , such as: comprising; and 
consisting of; should be used as explained in MPEP section 21 1 1 .03. 

ii. It is unclear where the preamble ends and the body of the claim starts 
because it is replete with language that lacks transitional phrase such as; comprising; 
and consisting of; that therefore make the claims unascertainable. 

iii. Claims 1-6 are ambiguously constructed and indeterminate in scope 
because they purport to claim both apparatus and method of using or practicing the 
apparatus in a single claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 
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Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because they improperly embrace 
both product or machine and process. The language of 35 U.S.C. 101 sets forth 
statutory classes of invention in alternative only. See Ex parte Lyell, 17 USPQ2d 
1549. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected as best understood under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by patent no. 3,651 ,965 to Simonelli et al. 

Regarding claims 1-6 Simonelli et al. discloses a folding ramp (not numbered, but 
shown in fig. 1) having a two rectangular frames (34 and 36), hinges (35 and 29), 
suspension cable (60), a collecting drum (70), a brake assembly (107), locking means 
(150) and means for control the frame (120).
